Wheat is king up here. 
In passing 


through Minnesota at this time one can 
see 
thousands 
of 
acres 
of this 


golden grain ready for the reaper; it is 
no uncommon sight to see from 200 to 
500 acre fields. It is what they call 
spring 
wheat. 
Our 
Pennsylvania 


farmers raise winter wheat. The dif- 
fereice is but slight. The grain of the 
spring wheat is not so solid «r firm as 
the winter wheat and the sowing is 
done some time between March 15 and 
April 1, depending.of course, to a great 
extent, upon the state of the weather. 
Thus planted it grows very rapidly, 
being fully matured about August 1. 
At this time harvesting has begun in 
earnest and the average yield for this 
state is estimated at 22 bushels to the 
acre; in some of the western counties 
and southern and eastern parts of the 
Dakotas it will yield as high as 40 
bushels. Oats cutting, which also will 
be in progress shortly, is expected to 
average 40 to 50 bushels and barley 
and flax about the same, thus making 


divided into a kitchen and a living 
room, with but a lew holes ir the side 
ol the house for ventilation and a hole 
in the top to allow the smoke to pass 
out. There is an extension to these 
houses beyond the kitchen, which is 
the home of the horse, cow, chickens 
or any other animals which they may 
be fortunate enough to possess. These 
people do not speak English, but their 
children, who are numerous, will, and 
no doubt some day will be heard from 
in affairs of state and nation. You 
can imagine the sanitary condition of 
these so-called homes, and still the 
death rate is but one to every 169 in- 
habitants, thus speaking well for the 
salubrity of this climate. Why they 
do not move to better lands is ex- 
plained perhaps by their ignorance or 
fear of losing the good thing (?) they 
think they have already gained. 


Several weeks ago I had the pleasure 


of taking a trip to the eity of Du.uth, 
at the extreme head of Lake Superior, 
and in going, as well as returning, 
went through some ol the great pine 
lorests of Northern Minnesota; For 
a distance of 50 miles north of this 
city the land is ol a rolling nature, 
beautilul farms appearing on either 
side ol the railroad; but as one pro- 
ceeds further northward it is more 
hilly and then 
you whirl rapidly 


through the pine country. The tim- 
ber has been cut out near the railroads, 
but back country, a hall mile or so, 
there is still plenty of the white pine 
left, enough to last lor years to come. 
Most of the trees are from 10 to 18 
inches in thickness and perhaps 75 to 
150 feet high and grow but a couple of 
feet apart and are as straight as an 
arrow. 
So you can see what dense 


forests these trees make, aided as they 
are, by the thickly growing laurel and 
huckleberry bushes. It is no wonder 
they say it is hard work to cut a way 
through this timber country. 
We 


passed a number of saw-mills and lum- 
ber-camps toward evening and 
the 


lumber "Jackies," as they are called, 
were sitting in front of their log cabins, 
smoking and seemingly as contented 
as the millionaire in his Chicago man- 
sion, for whom they are toiling their 
lives away in order to create greater

COUNTY CONVENTION, 


By direction of tbe Democratic coun- 


ty committee, a Democratic county 
convention is hereby called to meet in 
the court house in Bedford on Tues- 
day, the 13th day of August, at one 
o'clock p. m., to piac? in nomination a 
county ticket and for such other pur- 
poses as may be pioperly before the 
convention, under rules of the party.

officers can swear themselves as elec- 
tion boards are usually sworn. 


Democrats are asked to give careful 


attention to the selection of an active, 
energetic and influential Democrat ir 
each election district to serve for onr 
year as a member of the Democratir 
county committee. 


At the regular meeting of the Demo 


cratic county committee held on Marcl- 
8, 1902, the following proposed amend- 
ments to the rules of the party were

To What Promised to Be a Brilliant and 


Honest History—A Feint at a Way- 


side Restaurant.

NEW YORK, July 29.—Though per- 


sons of no great consequence to the 
world at large, and to the Greater 
New York in particular, Capt. Bradlee 
Strong and Miss May Yohe became the 
central and unsavory flgnres for the 
line, and though, individually con- 
sidered, it is a matter of no eonse- 
jience whether they live or die. Still, 
they furnish most excellent articles 
'or the newspaper press and interest- 
ing gossip for those who have nothing 
better to do. 


Captain Strong we know very well. 


He has lived here the greater part of 
his life. His father was the last mayor 
of the old municipality before the 
Greater New York was born. When 
the reformers were looking around for 
a candidate for mayor, after examin- 
ing the records of thousands of mei 
who could be entrusted with tiiat grea! 
office, they finally selected Strong, a 
dry goods merchant, whose character, 
like that of Ciesar's wife, was away 
beyond 
susp'cion, of unquestioned 


integrity 
and great administrate 


ability. He was the man of the mil- 
lions of this great city who completely 
filled the bill and here arises a very 
delicate question. Could a man be in- 
trusted with the government of mil- 
lions of his fellow-men who was not 
able to furnish an exemplification of 
his ability in the government of his 
own family ? He had but one son, the 
present Capt. Bradlee Strong, who has 
furnished such a profound sensation, 
from the Tenderloin district in the 


•eater New York to our new acquisi- 


tions in Manila. Japan has been no 
stranger to his wandering feet and his 
experience in China, if he is still alive, 
may yet furnish matter for an inter- 
esting book. While we are pretty well 
acquainted with Capt. Bradlee Strong, 
we also have a passing knowledge of 
the history of the siren who led the 
young soldier astray. We well recol- 
lect one afternoon, a few years ago, 
when this great city, from the Battery 
to the Bronx, was in a state of the 
wildest commotion, when the bulletin 
boards at the principal newspaper 
offices announced the sudden departure 
of May Yohe, no man knew whither. 
She was an operatic star of some con- 
sequence and considerable of a favorite 
with the general public. Where had 
she gone ? And why did she go ? 
These were questions no one could 
answer at the time. We were not kept 
in suspense very long, for in a few 
weeks she turned up in London as 
Lady Hope, the wife of a rich banker, 
who afterward, at the death of his 
mother, became the possessor of the 
celebrated Hope jewels, whose re- 
markable history was known all over 
the eivilizad world, and which the in- 
fatuated banker afterward presented 
to his newly married bride. 


The Hope marriage and the pre- 


sentation of the jewels was for a time 
the table talk of England, where the 
character of the bride was as well 
known as it was in the Greater New 
York, but the end of this scandalous 
history has come at last. Captain 
Strong's money is gone, as the notori- 
ous Jim Fisk used to say, "gone where 
the woodbine twineth." The siren on 
whom he lavished all his wealth has 
no further use for him now that his 
money is gone. The report is that he 
has committed suicide and Lady Hope, 
on being informed of that fact, replied 
that she thought it might be true. A 
singular circumstance in connection 
with this scandal is that the father of 
Captain Strong, who was our late 
mayor and who all his life was looked 
upon as a man of spotless integrity 
and honor, was found to be deficient 
8100,000 in his accounts after his death, 
and that deficiency has never yet been 
explained. It is a sad ending to what 
promised to be a brilliant and honest 
history. 
The fortune of father and 


son is scattered to the four winds oi 
heaven, and so ends this romantic his- 
tory. 


Now that we have supped full of 


horrors, with wars, suicides, fires and 
railroad 
disasters, strikes by 
the 


millions among the working classes 
aud appalling disasters in the mines, 
it is really a relief to turn from the 
contemplation 
of these horrors to 


something that really is a benefit to 
mankind, 
A real and honest effort is 


now at work to give our people square 
and honest food and we hope the day 
is not far distant when a man can get 
a decent cup of coffee or a woman a 
respectable cup of tea. I will not 
speak of the hoped for purity of a 
glass of whisky in this article, but 1 
have not the slightest doubt that there 
are millions of my fellow-citizens— 
good, honest, worthy folk—who very 
much desire that their old blue grass 
shall be as straight as the moral law. 


It is almost startling, the change 


that has been brought about in all the 
articles that we eat and drink. The 
increase in the use of canned goods 
consumed in our daily life is marvel- 


ous. 
The immensity of the product in 


our late war was phenomenal. 
The 


articles of canned beef alone amounted 
to hundreds of tons and some misera- 
ble wretch, instead of speaking of it as 
preserved beef, christened it "embalm 
ed" beef. The very name sent a thrill 
of horror through our army and navy, 
who concluded that branch of the bus 
iness should be given to undertakers 
whose coat of arms or business crests 
should be a coffin and shroud. The re- 
sult was that the staffl was committed 
to the waves of the ocean and it was 
resolved that it should never again be 
offered to human beings as an article 
of food, but to dissipate the prejudice 
that existed against canned articles of 
food, exhibitions have been held al' 
over the country, the result of which 
was a gratifying success, hut it seems 
to me that England in preserved arti- 
cles of food has attained a higher de- 
gree of excellence than we have on this 
side of the Atlantic. An English firm 
having a specialty of any article of 
food seems to take a greater pride in 
its production than we do here in the 
United StaUs.
